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The Price of Books in England

gest that books are cheap would 

probably be met with a flat denial, 
or at best an incredulous smile. Yet a mo- 
ment’s careful study of the question would 
show that in proportion to the increase in 
the cost of the labor and materials involved 
there can be few commodities of which the 
price to the public shows such a slight rise. 

As might be expected, it is the cheapest 
books that have suffered most, and the buy- 
er who pays 2s. instead of Is. for a volume 
of the Everyman Library is apt to overlook 
the fact that a pre-war 10s. 6d. book is still 
10s. 6d., or at most 12s. 6d., and that the 
increase in the more expensive books sel- 
dom, if ever, exceeds 20 per cent. But even 
this increase is partly illusory as far as most 
publishers are concerned, for owing to the 
increased discounts demanded by the book- 
sellers the net amount received today by the 
publisher often does not greatly exceed the 
net amount received in 1914. 

The price of books is a matter of such 
importance to the book-reading public that 
it is desirable that it should be more widely 
known not only what are the chief factors 
controlling prices, but the proportions in 
which they affect them. 

Speaking broadly of the ordinary run of 
new books, of which a first edition of from 
1,000 to 2,500 copies is printed—this ex- 
cludes reprints, the big sellers, and educa- 
tional books—the published price can be 
divided into three more or less equal parts, 
viz. : 


\ NYONE having the temerity to sug- © 





1. The actual cost of manufacturing, 
i. é@., paper, printing, and binding. 


2. The cost of distribution, i. e., book- 
sellers’ discounts and travelers’ com- 
missions. 

3. The balance, which has to cover: 

(a) advertising; 

(6) the author’s remuneration; 

(c) the publisher’s working expenses ; 
(d) the publisher’s profit. 


No two cases are alike, and the proportions 
will vary in special circumstances, e. g., 
where there is no author to pay as in re- 
prints of the classics; where there is a popu- 
lar author commanding large royalties; or 
where there is less discount given to the 
trade, as with most educational books; but 
for general purposes the division will be 
found accurate enough. I propose to ex- 
amine each separately. 


1.—Manufacture 


Paper of the kind used in book produc- 
tion costs about one and two-thirds what it 
did in 1914, ¢.g., a good quality antique 
wove which could then be bought at about 
24d. |b. would cost today not far short 
of 414d., a not unreasonable increase and 
one comparing favourably with the fancy 
price of 1s. 7d. lb. which profiteers ob- 
tained in 1918. 

Printing costs nearly three times what it 
did before the war. In fact, the complete 
production of a book in 1914 often 
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amounted to less than the mere setting of 
the type does today! The difference is 
largely accounted for by wage increases, 
but it is partly due to the printers’ intro- 
duction of a costing system which showed 
them they were making insufficient allow- 
ance for “overhead” and certain other 
items in their estimates. 

Binding. It is difficult to give a fair 
comparison, for the increase in binding 
small numbers, from, say, 50-250, is vastly 
greater than it is in quantities of 1,000 and 
upwards. Roughly speaking, for small 
quantities the cost is more than double, and 
for larger numbers is about double the pre- 
war figure. That it is not more is prob- 
ably due to improved machinery and the 
new plan of making a separate charge for 
warehousing stock, because the cost of the 
two principal items in binding, viz., “La- 
bor” and “Cloth,” is about 2% times what 
it was. 

Averaging the three, the production costs 
of new books are more than duuble but less 
than treble what they were in 1914. The 
increase is highest when typesetting is the 
biggest factor, and lowest when the number 
to be printed is large. In brief, it takes 
more than 2s. to do what Is. did. 


2.—Distribution 


When “net” books were first introduced 
booksellers were very glad to secure 16 2/3 
per cent, with, perhaps, an extra 5 per cent 
on settlement of their account. Today they 
are claiming a clear 33 1/3 per cent for a 
copy of a book under all circum- 
stances, even on an order which they have 
done nothing to obtain and have never 
stocked. 

This is not the place to enter into the 
merits or demerits of their contention, and 
I mention it merely because it is a factor 
and a decisive factor in fixing the price. 

If in the future the minimum discount is 
to be 33 1/3 per cent, the average receipts 
of the publisher will be considerably re- 
duced, because the wholesaler and exporter 
will want additional consideration beyond 
the 33 1/3 per cent, and the travelers’ com- 
mission has also to be deducted. At present 
most publishers give less discount on orders 
merely passed on by booksellers, and this 
keeps up the average net receipts; but if 
discounts are further increased published 
prices will also inevitably have to be 
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increased. It is to this vital point that so 
many turn a blind eye. In brief, is the 
publisher to base his estimates on the as- 
sumption that his average receipts are go- 
ing to be two-thirds or only about half the 
published price? It makes just all the dif- 
ference. 


3.—Advertising: The Author and Publisher 

(a) Few authors think their books have 
been sufficiently advertised, and yet it is a 
common thing for £50 to be spent on a 
book whose sales do not reach one thou- 
sand. ‘That means an expenditure of over 
Is. per copy. Advertising rates have in- 
creased very considerably, and compara- 
tively little can be accomplished with £50, 
unless the daily papers are excluded. The 
price of one inch single column in the Daily 
Mail, for instance, is now £8 for any spe- 
cial position, and it takes at least six inches, 
i.e., £48, to make any display. The 
present cost of advertising is certainly a 
factor which affects book prices. 

(b) The author’s remuneration nowa- 
days is usually in the form of a royalty 
calculated on the published price. The 
royalty system has many advantages, but 
the plan of basing the royalty on the pub- 
lished price, tho equitable enough theo- 
retically, has the effect of necessitating a 
greater increase in the published price in 
certain circumstances than would other- 
wise be the case, e.g., if an extra 4d. is spent 
on production it is necessary to add Is. (not 
6d.) to the published price, in order to 
cover not merely the additional expenditure 
and the booksellers’ discount, but also the 
author’s royalty upon this increased outlay. 
I am not contending that this should not 
be so (there is much to be said on both 
sides), but state it as a factor affecting 
book prices. It was certainly responsible 
for some very unreasonable increases dur- 
ing the war period. Because paper is eight 
times its normal price, ought the author to 
insist on eight times the normal royalty? 
On the other hand, if £1 is only worth 


10s., and everyone else is demanding in- | 


creased remuneration, why not the author? 

There is no need for me to refer to the 
“ruinous policy” of paying too high roy- 
alties, because it has been dealt with so 
trenchantly in “A Publisher’s Confessions” 
by the late Walter Page, one of the many 
distinguished publishers America has sent 
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to Europe as ambassadors. (Why is Amer- 
ica the only country to use publishers in 
this capacity?) It is obvious that the roy- 
alty, whatever it is, is payable out of the 
difference between the cost of production 
and the net proceeds received by the pub- 
lisher. Short of skimping the production, 
a policy pursued by some, or restricting the 
booksellers’ discount, a policy pursued by 
others, there is no way of increasing the 
margin except by increasing the price. 

(c) The publisher’s working expenses 
are extraordinarily high. It is not that 
publishers’ businesses are extravagantly 
run; most of them, I believe, are fairly 
economically run, but because at best the 
turnover is small compared with any staple 
commodity .such as tea, and the detailed 
work involved is out of all proportion. 

I do not know of any book publishing 
businesses whose working expenses are un- 
der 18 per cent, most are nearer 25 per 
cent, but I do not ask any reader to accept 
my statement. Let him refer to the case 
of John Murray v. The Times, where the 
actual overhead costs were very closely 
investigated. 

(d) The publisher’s profit (if any) need 
not detain us, for it does not play as im- 
portant a part in the fixing of prices as 
might be expected. ‘This is not because the 
publisher is a philanthropist, but because his 
margin on subsequent editions is usually 
considerably larger, so that if reprints are 
called for as the result of his moderation, 
he will reap a greater reward than he could 
by any artificial enhancement of the pub- 
lished price of the first edition. Apart from 
this fact, pressure is always being brought 
to bear upon the publisher from more direc- 
tions than one to keep prices down, and, 
speaking generally, it is in his own interests 
(there are plenty of exceptions) to do so. 

This completes the list of factors that 
influence the price of books other than the 
paramount one of the number to be printed. 

It will, I think, be clear to anyone who 
has read this statement carefully: 


(1) that if a publication is to be eco- 
nomically self-supporting the published 


price must. usually be fixed at not less than 
three times the cost: of production (i. e., 
the cost of the paper, printing and bind- 


ing) ; 
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(2) that if allowance had to be made 
for any increase in the item “distribution,” 
the published price might well have to be 
as much as, if not more than, four times 
the manufacturing cost. 

Despite the foregoing—despite the un- 
doubted fact that production expenses are 
double and the costs of distribution and 
advertising have increased—there has so far 
been no proportionate addition to published 
prices. Books are thus relatively cheaper 
than before the war. ‘To explain how this 
has proved possible would take more space 
than is at the moment at my disposal. The 
three chief factors are :— 


1. That more books are being sold (it 
has been possible to print slightly 
larger editions). 

2. That publishers are working on a 
smaller margin (often insufficient to 
cover the inevitable proportion of 
losses. ) 

3. That, contrary to the usual impres- 
sion, fewer books have been published. 


This brings me to the question of over- 
production, which I hope to deal with in 
a subsequent article. 


The Tom Thumb Press 


WITH a Cleveland imprint comes the 

first book product of the Tom Thumb 
Press, of which the proprietors are Flory 
& Korner, a delightful example of what 
boys can do when interested in typography 
and printing. Harrison Korner, one of 
the two members of the enterprise, is the 
son of Harry V. Korner, the Cleveland 
bookseller and comes naturally by his in- 
terest in typography. 

After years of experiment, they now 
have a full size job press and a large 
assortment of type, the latter paid for by 
the profits of card and announcement 
printing. ‘The book that was published in 
November is “The Vision” by Jean Louise 
Fesler with illustrations by Julia Flory and 
illuminated initials. This little Christmas 
story has been printed in a limited edition 
of 493 copies. The boys are still of junior 
high school age, but the layout and press- 
work are extremely creditable work.

‘“‘ Dressing’ the Book Page 


HE title of this article refers par- 

ticularly to the handling of the run- 

ning head, or running title, which 
custom places at the top of the book page. 
Some general suggestions in this connection 
were made in the previous article.* While 
the treatment of this single line of type and 
the accompanying folio or page number is 
in itself a very trivial matter, it is one of 
the means by which the ordinary “trade 
edition” class of book can be given more 
character typographically and made more 
attractive and inviting to the eye at little if 
any increase in the cost of composition. 

In order to keep our illustrations within 
reasonable bounds and at the same time 
demonstrate a method of working that is 
generally applicable, we have not tried to 
cover the subject for different faces of type 
but have taken a single fairly typical book 
page and shown it with half a dozen run- 
ning head treatments. ‘These in turn, it is 
hoped, will suggest others. The styles 
shown can be adapted to almost any book 
and—with due allowance for the individ- 
ualities of each—to almost any type face, 
and are simple enough so that they can be 
handled in the composing room without un- 
duly complicating the production process. 
It should be remembered, in connection 
with the illustration, that we are working 
on a somewhat reduced scale, due to space 
limitations and the desirability of showing 
as many treatments as possible. The gen- 
eral scheme, however, holds true for larger 
pages. 

For the body of the page we have used 
a typical book face, Old Style No. 1, such 
as is available at practically any book print- 
ing plant or trade composition house. A 
type of more character, such as Caslon Old

Face, Original Old Style, Scotch, or 
Bodoni Book,t would obviously be prefer- 
able from a typographic point of view, but 
unfortunately these faces are less gener- 
ally distributed. Where they are available, 
the publisher should by all means specify 
them for his work, for they cost no more 
to set and the results—always provided 
they are given proper handling—are very 
much superior. The Old Style No. 1 was 
described in the previous article as an 
“easy going, journeyman sort of face,” 
readable, but rather gray in color and lack- 
ing particular individuality. With a little 
attention as to treatment, however, it 
makes a very presentable book page. 

Copy for the running head consists, in 
ordinary practice, either of the title of the 
book alone or of the book title and the 
chapter title on left and right hand pages 
respectively. Chapter titles can usually be 
cut down to fit a given scheme of han- 
dling, but the book title cannot. This, of 
course, raises the issue of long and short 
lines—an issue which we have met in our 
illustration by using a hypothetical title of 
five words, which is about average length 
for a book. Where there are no chapter 
titles, the words “Chapter One,” ‘“Chap- 
ter Two,” etc., spelled out, are sometimes 
used to maintain an alternating title 
scheme. Occasionally the book title is 
omitted altogether and a double page treat- 
ment employed, with “Chapter One,” etc., 
on the left hand page and the chapter title 
on the right, the running heads being 
placed at the inner corners of the pages 
so that they “carry across.” This is not 
ordinarily to be recommended unless there 
is some special reason for it. 

The simplest and easiest method of 





+ Specimens of these faces were shown in the 
previous article. 
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setting the running head is to use the capi- 
tals of the body font, as shown at 4.¢ This 
style is employed for about four books out 
of five and is ordinarily both “safe” and 
adequate. “Iwo alternatives are available 
without going outside the font: the italic 
caps and the small caps. Whether either 
of these is preferable in any particular in- 
stance will depend on the type face used 
and on the copy. ‘The italic caps give a 
“change of direction” that is oftentimes 
pleasing, while the small caps permit a 
larger word count. The italic caps will be 
better if set a point smaller. 

(These and other alternatives, by the 
way, can be very easily tried out in ad- 
vance of composition by a little cutting and 
pasting from specimen sheets.) 

With a face such as Caslon or Scotch, 
this treatment is quite satisfactory. The 
capitals dominate the page and the effect is 
simple, dignified, and consistent. Here, on 
account of the lightness of the capitals, it 
is a little weak. One can either set the 
running head a size larger—which in this 
case is not desirable—or go outside the face 
and use the nearest related type. For the 
latter purpose Caslon naturally suggests 
itself as harmonizing well with practically 
any book old style, and for specimens B, C, 
D, and E, the Caslon Old Face series 
(which is the original Caslon as recut for 
machine composition) has been used. With 
a modern type under the same circum- 
stances, one would turn in the same way 
to Scotch or Bodoni. 


The folio here would presumably be 
centered at the bottom of the page, since 
a number of more than one figure, if 
placed at the outer corner, would tend to 
crowd the running head. The figures 
could bé used alone or set with brackets 
and letterspaced, so:

This latter arrangement, which makes use 
of the brackets regularly furnished with 
the font, is always available as an alter- 
native to the plain figure treatment, and 
can be used with any face of type. With 
brackets the figures may be a point or two 
smaller than the body matter.

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While on the subject of folios, the point 
may again be brought out that old style 
figures, that is, ascending and descending 
figures:

should be used with old style faces in 
preference to the modernized figures: 


1234567890 


which are all of the same height. The 
modernized figures are a latter-day inven- 
tion, designed chiefly for tabular purposes, 
and lack the character of the original form. 
With modern types there is, of course, no 
such alternative, the figures being of even 
height. 

“Fancy” ways of treating the folio, such 
as spelling out the page number and 
setting it in small italic, are occasionally 
employed, but these belong more in the gift 
book class. For prefaces and other intro- 
ductory matter, it is customary to set the 
folios in either lower case or small cap 
roman numerals. 

Scheme B shows a small cap treatment 
done in the Caslon, and since the Caslon 
Old Face is small for its point size, the 
running head is set in 12 point. The same 
treatment could, of course, be carried out 
in the Old Style No. 1 in either the 11 or 
12 point, but the Caslon letters are a little 
heavier and have more character. To 
strengthen the head, a light single rule has 
been added above and below, the rules be- 
ing cast on the machine. ‘This casting, in 
practice, is done in quantity beforehand and 
the heads assembled as the pages are made 
up. 

Here again the folio would naturally be 
centered at the bottom, since at the outer 
corner the figures would be a little heavy 
for the small caps. It would preferably be 
in the Caslon and could be set either with 
or without brackets. 

This treatment, while still somewhat 
gray, has more strength than 4 and is 
rather more interesting, adding a semi-deco- 
rative touch. It is more flexible also, and 
thus useful in accommodating chapter titles 
of varying lengths. The rules hold good 
color with the body matter and are not 
obtrusive. Because of the square top which

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it gives to the page, this style calls for 
somewhat more care in imposition, as the 
marginal scheme is clearly defined and any 
departure from it becomes immediately 
noticeable. 

With a larger page or a page set in a 
heavier face—Scotch, for example—this 
treatment can be expanded by using an Ox- 
ford (or “thick and thin’) rule at the top 
in place of the single rule, the Oxford rule 
being of a weight to match the thick and 
thin elements of the type. This is best 
adapted to a modern face. A small type 
ornament is sometimes inserted between 
the rules at each end of the line to add 
decorative quality, but this is a little elabo- 
rate for books of the trade edition class. 

With scheme C we go over more frankly 
into decorative territory, tho the style 
is simple to handle and has many possibili- 
ties from a purely utilitarian point of view. 
Here the running head, consisting of book 
and chapter titles, is treated as a unit and 
made to carry across the pair of facing 
pages. To give it the weight to do this, 
it is set large, in 18 point. 

The Caslon italic in itself has marked 
decorative quality, which is enhanced by 
the use of the Swash capitals, a character- 
istic feature of the Caslon face. These 
Swash capitals, it should be said, are not 
adapted to any and every job and should 
always be used with discretion and an eye 
to their appropriateness—not allowed to 
call attention to themselves at the expense 
of the text. They are best in their original 
form. Where the running head is set en- 
tirely in italic caps, it is safest either to 
omit them altogether or to use them only 
at the beginning of important words, as the 
curlicues in the middle of a word are likely 
to confuse the eye and detract from legi- 
bility. 

There are two ways in which the folio 
could be handled in this specimen. It 
could be placed at the outer corners at the 
top in roman figures the same size as the 
running head, or it could be set at the bot- 
tom on the inner corners in italic figures 
a size or two smaller. The latter gives the 
pages a definite “motion” toward the cen- 
ter, emphasizing their unity, and is a varia- 
tion from the usual that is often very 
pleasing. The former maintains a more 


balanced effect while still keeping the 
weight at the center. 
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All sorts of variations of this treatment 
are used, oftentimes, it would seem, mere- 
ly for variety’s sake without regard to 
typographic considerations. One that the 
writer noticed recently had the running 
heads set in letter-spaced small caps and 
pulled out to the outer corners, with the 
folios at the outer corners below. In an- 
other the running heads were similarly han- 
dled but in caps, with the folios on the 
bottom at the inner corners. Both these 
are objectionable typographically: the first 
because it draws the eye in two opposite 
directions, with the effect of pulling the 
two pages apart; the second because it sets 
up a sort of V-shaped double diagonal that 
is the exact reverse of the natural double 
diagonal formed by the placing of the type 
pages on the paper. Facing pages should, 
of course, be conceived of as a unit, with 
the type hanging pendent from the top, and 
this essential unity should not be violated. 
Unless one is certain of his effects, it is 
safer to stick to conventional methods of 
handling. 

In specimen D the running head has 
been letter-spaced to the full width of the 
type page, a rule being added to hold it 
together. This style is obviously more lim- 
ited than the others, as it cannot be used 
with short titles and does not accommodate 
itself to titles of varying length. Like B, 
it gives a square top to the page, and the 
same remarks apply as to imposition. It 
should not be used except with leaded 
pages. 

A heading of this sort takes longer to 
set in the first place if the letter-spacing 
is properly done—and it should not be done 
mathematically. As has been so often 
pointed out, the apparent space between 
letters like A and Y is much greater than 
between straight letters like M and N; 
hence the straight letters require more 
space between them if the spacing is to look 
even. As always, the eye is the final judge. 
Once set, however, it can be produced in 
quantity by simply recasting, and since the 
same title will ordinarily be used thruout, 
it is not an uneconomical style to handle. 
It should not be attempted except where 
the copy permits, but it is a good style to 
hold in reserve for occasional semi-deco- 
rative purposes. 

It should be added that ordinary letter- 
spacing—1. e., letter-spacing done with thin 
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spaces without extending the line to the 
width of the type page—is generally appli- 
cable to heads set in capitals or small capi- 
tals unless the letters are too light to stand 
it. It should not be done with the heading 
in 4, for instance, as this is already gray, 
but if 11 point Caslon caps were substi- 
tuted for the Old Style No. 1, they could 
very well be thin spaced to keep them con- 
sistent in color with the type page. With 
Scotch, where the capitals are relatively 
heavy with respect to the lower case, a run- 
ning head can often be set in capitals a 
point or two smaller than the body matter 
and thin spaced with very good effect. 

The use of an upper and lower case line 
to dress the page is shown at E. Rightly 
done, this gives an effect of simplicity and 
harmony that is very attractive. The run- 
ning head should be enough larger and 
heavier than the body matter to give about 
the amount of contrast shown, tho if 
it is desired to emphasize the heads, they 
can be made still larger. Faces like 
Original Old Style and Caslon Old Face 
can be dressed with their own larger sizes. 
The italic gives a less severe effect. It is 
often suitable for juveniles. 

The folio here is set in the conventional 
position at the outer corner in the old style 
figures of the Caslon. 

With F we go outside the old style faces 
entirely, using a sharply contrasting mod- 
ern type, the Bodoni. ‘This combination 
of modern and old style always offends the 
typographical purist, but it is peculiarly 
adapted to many forms of modern fiction 
and to text books and the like where the 
heads bear the greater than ordinary im- 
portance with reference to the text. The 
sharpness of contrast, too, is often an 
effective means of relieving a style of page 
that otherwise tends to become monoton- 
ous. The roman capitals and small capi- 
tals and the italic upper and lower case 
are available as alternatives. 

The chief objection to this head, as to 
bold face heads in general, is that it “sticks 
out” unduly and so appears not to be an 
integral part of the page; but while not a 
device to be used for every book, it may 
legitimately be considered in planning a 
book that is a little out of the ordinary. 
The folio here could be in roman figures 
at the outer corner or in either roman or 
italic figures at the bottom. 
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The Charles Boardman Hawes 
Prize Awarded 


LIFFORD MacCLELLAN SUB- 

LETTE, of Harlingen, Texas, has 

been awarded the $2,000 Charles 
Boardman Hawes Prize, it was announced 
by the Atlantic Monthly Press on Janu- 
ary 2d. 

According to the rules of the competition 
the prize winning story was to be of adven- 
ture and of the same general character and 
excellence as ‘The Mutineers,” “The 
Great Quest,” etc. The prize was open 
to any writer regardless of nationality, age 
or sex, but only manuscripts in English of 
unpublished work, submitted between Sep- 
tember I, 1923, and October 1, 1924, were 
eligible. Manuscripts from many parts of 
the world were received. 

“The Scarlet Cockerel”’ is the title of Mr. 
Sublette’s book and it is to be published 
March 1st by the Atlantic Monthly Press. 
‘T'wo other adventure stories submitted for 
the prize were so near the winner in excel- 
lence that they will be published simultan- 
eously’ with “The Scarlet Cockerel.” They 
are “Old Brig’s Cargo” by Dr. Harry A. 
Pulsford, of South Orange, N. J., and 
“Hostages To Honor” by Alfred H. Bill 
of St. Paul, Minnesota. 

Mr. Sublette is thirty-seven years old and 
spends his winters writing, and at other 
seasons surveys crops, grows fruit and the 
like for commission firms handling vege- 
tables and fruits. He has traveled all thru 
the west in doing this work and has had 
ample opportunities for gathering material 
for his writing. Altho in the past four 
years several adventure short stories from 
his pen have had magazine publication, 
“The Scarlet Cockerel” is his first pub- 
lished book. 

He is of French ancestry and it is 
thought that this has doubtless influenced 
his story, which is a tale of the French 
and Spanish difficulties in the Carolinas and 
Florida in the 1560’s. 

It is a curious and sad coincidence that 
the Hawes prize, founded in memory of an 
author who died suddenly, should be won 
by a man whose novel was written for a 
nine year old daughter, who died before 
the tale was finished. The book is to be 
dedicated to this little daughter Mary

Another Discussion of Publishing 


HE book-trade has been very for- 

tunate in the past few years in the 

number of discussions which have 
been in the press which have helped to give 
the public a better understanding of the 
problems of the industry. To the many 
good articles in this field there has now 
been added, in the January issue of the 
Atlantic, a discussion of ‘Fewer and Bet- 
ter Books” signed by “A New York Pub- 
lisher-Bookseller.” 

Nothing in the article, except possibly 
the reference to the fact that a limit should 
be placed on the size of royalties, would 
seem to make anonymity a necessity, but 
this question of authorship will increase 
the interest in the trade, as every reader 
will build up his own inferences as to the 
authorship. It was about twenty years ago 
that Walter Hines Page issued “A Publish- 
er’s Confession” anonymously, a discussion 
that did a great deal to bring about a bet- 
ter understanding of the book business. 

While the discussion on “Fewer and 
Better Books” is directed both to book- 
sellers and publishers and lays emphasis on 
their absolute dependence upon each other, 
the tenor of the argument would indicate 
that the writer had been connected with 
the publishing end of the business. If we 
may accept the fact that the writer is a 
New Yorker, this will bring the area of 
authorship into the offices of such firms as 
Dutton, Scribner, Putnam, Harcourt, 
Brentano, Revell and Doubleday. From 


this list Dutton may be eliminated, as the 
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several references to the Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation are given as “The American Pub- 
lishers’ Association,” the old organization 
of eight years ago, and this use of the old 
name would probably not have been made 
by the president of the N. A. B. P. 
Neither would anyone from Dutton’s have 
been likely to misspell Mr. Macrae’s name. 
Probably the Brentano office may be 
omitted, as its emphasis would have been 
more likely to be weighted toward the re- 
tail point of view. In the text there is a 
reference to “the absurd craze for etiquette 
books and outlines of everything and noth- 
ing.’ This would be an unexpected com- 
ment from either the Doubleday or the 
Putnam offices. There are some other 
clues that the trade may be interested to 
study, but most of all it will be interested 
in the article for its thoro discussion of 
the whole problem of book totals, and the 
Atlantic will reach a public generally inter- 
ested in this field. 


Are There Too Many Books? 


HE writer of the Atlantic article on 

“Fewer and Better Books” reaches 

as a conclusion that the present pro- 
duction in America, about 9,000 titles, 
could be reduced to 6,500 to 7,000 without 
loss to the reading public. To bring about 
a healthier condition, he suggests a pub- 
lishers’ creed: 

First, never to take a competitor’s au- 
thor. 

Second, not to publish a book of a com- 
petitors author without finding out 
whether it was rejected because it was be- 
low standard. 

Third, not to publish more aa one 
book a year of any author, because a book 
of worth demands at least that time for 
development. 

Fourth, to discriminate against authors 
who have previously had magazine syndica- 
tion, especially in fiction, because there is 
a growing divergence in the requirements 
of good magazine and book work. 

Fifth, not to nag or bulldoze a book- 
seller thru the publisher’s salesman into 
overordering, as an overstocked customer 
is a liability, spiritually and financially. 

Sixth, never to pay an author over 20% 
royalty, and seldom that. To do so leaves 
insufficient margin to market the books. 
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Seventh, to be sincere. to one’s own edi- 
torial judgment and not to print a book 
unless it is believed to be a real contribu- 
tion to American publishing. 

Such a program, the writer believes, 
would have to be subscribed to by every 
member of the Publishers’ Association to 
be effective; otherwise a few followers of 
such a program would go bankrupt. 

It seems that the author of the article is 
conscious of very bitter competition among 
publishers, having laid so much stress on 
the competitive situation. ‘The plan of 
publishing but one book a year by an au- 
thor is one that is usually enforced by the 
author’s own productive capacity tho it 
might prove a hard restriction on such pro- 
ductive writers as Honoré de Balzac or 
E. Phillips Oppenheim. 

The distinction made between the 
requirements of magazines and book work 
in the fiction field is significant and pointed, 
and booksellers have been increasingly dis- 
covering that the kind of fiction which con- 
tinues to sell from their counters is fiction 
that was not written with the magazine in 
mind. Magazine payments are now so big 
that the author may well feel satisfied to 
get his income from that source and not 
expect so much from the book field. 


Booksellers will hope that publishers 
may find a way among themselves to re- 
frain from inducing booksellers to over- 
order, and, as the writer of this article is 
a bookseller as well as a publisher, he prob- 
ably has facts to support his argument that 
this is a continuing problem. It would be 
interesting to know just how a publisher, 
conscious that there is overordering, con- 
trols his own retail department, which is 
subject to this pressure. 


A Code for the Bookseller 


O the bookseller, this Atlantic article 

offers a five pointed creed which the 

writer believes will help to support 
the program of the publisher: 

First, refrain from ordering in advance 
every new thing offered by publishers’ 
salesmen. 

Second, be not greedy of extra discount 
to the extent of overbuying. 

Third, spend at least 3% of total sales 
income on advertising. Do not thrust the 
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entire advertising burden on the publisher. 

Fourth, attempt to make the bookstore a 
true community center and try, by lectures, 
mail-order propaganda, circularization and 
every other method, to introduce the book- 
store to every inhabitant of the community, 
and also, as bookseller, attempt to study 
the best business practice in other fields. 


Fifth, in both buying and selling exer- 
cise more discrimination. Refuse mediocre 
books. ‘Train clerks to know what they 
are selling. 


As to the future of the bookselling 
business, “I agree with the pessimists, 
that many things, especially the overpro- 
duction of magazines and newspapers filled 
with trivial and cheap contents threaten to 
injure the book business. Human beings 
have only a certain maximum of leisure, 
and, if they spend an evening reading a 
sex magazine and listening to the radio, 
there is no time left for a good book. 
But there is a brighter aspect to the matter. 
Ultimately all of these so-called obstacles 
will rebound to our advancing, for surely 
automobiles and radios and movies, and yea, 
even sex magazines stimulate the mind, and 
eventually, when the mind is sufficiently 
stimulated in the right direction, we have 
a new book reader.” 


Books and Postage 


HE National Association of Book 
Publishers was represented by coun- 
sel at a hearing granted them before 
joint postal sub-committee at Washington. 
It has always been one of the peculiari- 
ties of postal legislation that magazines 
and newspapers obtain the special consid- 
eration, which they receive in mail rates, 
from the fact that reading matter and cur- 
rent information should be distributed at a 
low cost to the people. The argument is 
sound; nothing is more important for the 
welfare of the people and the general prog- 
ress of the country. But, to get this special 
consideration, reading matter must be 
printed in the form of a newspaper or 
periodical. Why is it of less educational 
value if in book form? It takes fourteen 
cents to mail a two pound book from New 
York to the Middle West; but two pounds 
of reading matter in periodical form costs 
but three cents. This is out of balance. 
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The New Building of the American News Co. 


A Model Plant Erected in New York 


N January 5th, the American News 
Company closes the doors of its 
famous old building at 15 Park 

Place, under the shadow of the Woolworth 
Building, and opens its great new building 
at 131 Varick Street, which will provide 
the growing organization with as perfect 
an equipment for 
the handling of peri- 
odicals, books and 
stationery as it is 
possible to devise. 
At the same time, 
the building of the 
Brooklyn News 
Company will be 
closed, and of the 
New York News 
Company on 
Thirty-Second 
Street and the York- 
ville branch, the 
business of all these 
now to be handled 
at the big new 
building. 

Just as every 
householder dreams 
of some day plan- 
ning a house accord- 
ing to his own ideas, 
so every business 
man thinks that he 
may some day have an opportunity to 
plot out and put into steel and cement 
a model establishment for his particular 
enterprise. Such an opportunity has come 
to the American News Company, forced 
by the rapid extension of its business, and 
no one who visits the new building can fail 
to see that the opportunity has been splen- 
didly met. 

Varick Street is a broad and very busy 
thorofare running north from the closely 
knit streets of the lower end of the Island 
and reaching to the lower end of Seventh 
Avenue. Just north of where Varick 
crosses Canal Street and where the new

vehicular tunnel will come thru from New 
Jersey, the News Company has taken a 175 
foot frontage on the west side between 
Dominick and Springfield Streets, with 150 
foot depth on each side. Here has been 
erected a 10-story building and basement, 
designed by Russell G. Corey and built in 
reinforced concrete 
by the Turner Con- 
struction Company, 
one of the largest 
buildings in the city 
to be erected on that 


plan; altogether 
300,000 square feet 
of space. 


The structure is 
striking in appear- 
ance, the upright 
motive of the col- 
umns carried im- 
pressively to the top, 
a light yellow tinge 
to the concrete and 
trimmings of inlaid 
tiling. The roof will 
be available for em- 
ployees, and there is 
a special twelfth 
floor building for a 
lunch room. At the 
front of the build- 
ing, reached by the 
Varick Street entrance, are two passenger 
elevators. To the rear is a bank of heavy 
freight elevators of the most modern con- 
struction. To add to their efficiency, there 
will be used the most modern methods of 
lifting and transporting loads, so that low 
platforms piled with magazines or books 
can be taken without rehandling from the 
trucks and put, without rehandling, onto 
the elevators and thence to the floor where 
they are wanted. Full half of ground floor 
is trucking area with openings out to both 
side streets. 

Another important feature in the ship- 
ping will be the use of a night crew on the 
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third floor, where the periodicals are han- 
dled. This crew will gather together not 
only the day’s shipments of periodicals but 
all the shipments from other floors, includ- 
ing books and stationery, and will load the 
trucks ready for an early morning start. 
At six o’clock, the drivers will start for all 
corners of the city with their loads, whereas 
formerly it was necessary to bring the 
trucks around and wait for their loading. 
On the tenth floor are the general offices 
of the company 
as a national or- 
ganization. Here 
are the directors’ 
rooms beautifully 
fitted in fumed 
oak, the offices of 
the president, S. 
S. Flood, and of 
Harry Gould, 
the general man- 
ager of the com- 
pany, to whom 
has fallen the 
responsibility of 
this important 
move. On this 
floor, also, are 
the purchasing 
and national sales 
organizations. 
Charles H. 
Ayers, buyer for 
the book depart- 
ment, has his of- 
fice at one end 
and here also are offices of the stationery 
department and the periodical sales depart- 
ment. There is a large reception room to 
which all visitors will come, with quick 
telephone connections to every office. The 
book department has an equipment of dis- 
play rooms where publishers’ salesmen can 
make ready their samples awaiting the hour 
of their appointment with the buyer. 
The telephone system is the most perfect 
possible, and besides outside wires thru 
seventeen trunk lines, there are dial phones 
connecting every desk with every other one 
in the building. Besides this, a system of 
announcers covers every floor, so that the 
buyers and directors, wherever they may be 
in the building, can be traced and quickly 
connected with the call that has come for 
them. Every floor, also, has its own full 
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equipment of vaults for important papers. 
The ninth floor is at present empty, 
providing room for growth. The eighth 
floor is the headquarters for the local sales 
organization, and here will be the big staff 
directing the prompt handling of all sales 
and deliveries in the metropolitan district, 
not only the accounts which have been 
handled previously in Park Place but sales 
for Brooklyn, Yorkville and other areas. 
The book sales are on the seventh floor, 
with a big, light 
| display room 
newly fitted, 40 
x 60 feet. The 
room is lined 
with display 
cases of oak 
especially de- 
signed and the 
floor is fitted 
with display 
tables, each one 
devoted to a pub- 
lisher’s product. 
This room is in 
charge of Joseph 
J. McConkey, 
manager of the 
book sales depart- 
ment. Near at 
hand is the pick- 
up counter, and 
beyond to the 
west is the great 
stockroom, with 
its vast expanse 
of olive steel bins. Here is room for a 
tremendous book stock. The new book 
sections are arranged alphabetically by 
publishers and titles alphabetically under 
publisher. A large area is devoted exclu- 
sively to popular copyrights, with a shelf 
bin to every title. Still another to the 
I2mo juveniles and another to the paper 
novels, of which the company handles 
more than a million a month. The steel 
bins are 8 shelves high, but only those 6 
shelves within easy reach of a clerk are 
used for current stock, the upper 2 for 
duplicates, so that orders can be quickly 
gathered. In the center of this floor are 
the big freight elevators which will bring 
up the stock from below, and opposite 
these are the receiving rooms. In the aisles 
between the shelving will be the platforms 
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for quantity stock, these platforms so ar- 
ranged that the trucks slide underneath 
them, lift and carry them to any part of 
the building. A special dummy elevator 
takes shipments from here to the fourth 
floor, where the packing of books and sta- 
tionery will be done. 

Going from the seventh to the sixth 
floor there is a broad staircase for custom- 
ers, as these two floors are the sales floors 
and easy connection is desirable. On the 
sixth is the stationery, also miscellaneous 
goods of all kinds with the big stock bins 
for storage. All desks, shelves and equip- 
ment from the tenth floor thru the sixth is 
entirely new and especially designed by ex- 
perts for the handling of the business. 

The fifth floor is a warehouse for a 
quantity of stock of all kinds, and here, 
also, will be the printing plant, a new 
development made possible by the larger 
quarters. Here will be printed all the 
forms, envelopes, blanks, etc., used in all 
the branches. 

The fourth floor is for shipping of books 
and stationery, the orders coming down 
from the seventh and sixth. Here is a 
vast expanse of green tables and bins, with 
carefully systematized routing, so prepared 
that quantities large and small can be han- 
dled in the most expeditious way. 

The third floor is for the shipping of 
periodicals, the second for returned periodi- 
cals, and the first floor for large quantities 
of periodicals in transit and for the truck- 
ing area. The basement provides a possible 
factory and large engine room. 


Sears, Roebuck Retail Stores! ' 


has now been announced that Sears, 

Roebuck & Company will open big re- 
tail stores in the centers where their large 
warehouses are located—Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Dallas and Seattle. Up to this 
time, the firm has never done local busi- 
ness. It expects that the number of cus- 
tomers served by catalog sales will be in- 
creased from $9,000,000 to $12,000,000. 
The firm has always been active in the sell- 
ing of books, with a book section in all its 
catalogs, but local business has never been 
handled and the distributive system was 
geared to handle out-of-town orders only. 
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Third Graphic Arts Exhibit of 
Printed Books 


WHILE the second traveling exhibit of 

Fifty Books arranged by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Graphic Arts is still en 
route, the plans are being laid for the third 
collection, which will include book produc- 
tion from May, 1924 to April, 1925. 
Specimens of books to be considered for 
the exhibit should be sent not later than 
April 1st to Lester Douglas, 9 East 40th 
Street, New York, or in his name care of 
the American Institute of Graphic Arts at 
65 East 56th Street, New York. 

Books for this exhibit include only those 
that are printed to be sold or privately 
printed books, but not books prepared for 
advertising purposes, which are shown in 
the exhibit of commercial printing. The 
annual exhibit of commercial printing will 
be held in January. At this showing only 
books for publicity purposes, booklets and 
announcements will be considered, the 
maximum size to be 19 x 35 inches. Chair- 
man Frank Fleming emphasizes the point 
that it is an exhibit of printing, not adver- 
tising; therefore the factors of advertising, 
salesmanship and direct mail efficiency are 
to be regarded as secondary and the quality 
or lack of quality in the sales message is not 
the point. 

At the November meeting of the Ameri- 
can Institute, the medal of the Institute 
was awarded to Stephen H. Horgan for 
his work in the advancement of the art of 
mechanical reproduction of pictures. His 
experiments began in 1877, and in 1880 he 
was making single line screen half-tones. 
In 1897 he was pointing the way to the 
printing of half-tones on web presses. In 
1881 he perfected the method of photoin- 
taglio engraving from line drawings, and 
played his part in the introduction of pic- 
tures in the country newspapers and in 
city dailies. Recently it was by his sug- 
gested method that the American Tele- 
graph and Telephone Company sent col- 
ored pictures over the telephone wire.

The Quill Book Shop, Philadelphia 


HE Quill Book Shop, which 
celebrated its second birth- 
day on the eighteenth of 
October, is one of the pret- 
tiest little bookshops in the 





country. It occupies the 
first floor of a typical 
Philadelphia brick house 


whose shining white “front” is scrubbed 
bright and early every morning. A large 
show window has transformed the house 
into a shop. This window has shades of 
colored cretonne, and is trimmed with pots 
of English ivy, framed pictures and 
bronzes, in addition to the books. Without

An 
old grandfather’s clock and old portraits 
on the wall, together with the famous 
desk, give the shop a dignity which is its 
characteristic atmosphere. 

The Quill is the Philadelphia agent for 
Holbein and Medici prints. It also car- 
ries pottery and bronzes. All of these 
combine very well with books. 

An interesting lighting arrangement has 
been devised by the shop—little side lights 
on iron rods which can be hooked to the 
shelves. These traveling lights can be 
moved along the shelves, so that the search- 
er after knowledge may pursue his quest, no 
matter how late the hour nor how stormy 
the day. ‘These traveling lights are also 
used effectively in the window. 

Thru the doorway, near the grand- 
father’s clock, there is a second large room 
where the fiction is kept. This room is 
furnished with chairs and sofa, and has an 
open fire. The third room serves as stock- 
room and office. 


‘The proprietors of the shop are Kath- 
arine S$. Leiper and Helene Girvin. Miss 
Leiper was, before the opening of the 
Quill, for many years the assistant libra- 
rian of the University of Pennsylvania and 
had done the book buying for the univer- 
sity. When she decided to open a_ book- 
shop in Philadelphia, she hunted for six 
months before she found a place which 
seemed suitable. 

The Quill is close to Rittenhouse 
Square, a famous and fashionable residence 
district. All about on the nearby streets 
are fashionable shops. The Quill is at 
116 South Eigheeenth Street, a street of 
important shops. Next door is a French 
bakery where all the best families of Phila- 
delphia buy their biscuits. When the Quill 
was first opened, one of its friends was de- 
lighted to see the many limousines drawn 
up before its door and the many people 
upon its sidewalks, but was told, “They 
have come for buns, not for books.’”’ That 
was two years ago; now, many of the peo- 
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ple walking up the square to go to Chest- 
nut Street have shopping to do at the 
Quill. 

The number of books carried was small 
at first. The demands of the clientele 
really defined the stock. Books for wed- 
ding presents, a source of business which 
the proprietors had never counted on at all, 
turned out to be the most important de- 
mand at first. Kipling and Conrad were 
constantly in demand for this purpose; 
small sets like the two volumes of Cellini, 
as well as larger sets were also constantly 
called for. 

When the shop first started the fiction 
was kept in the main room of the bookshop, 
the first room one enters, but, like most of 
the small bookshops, the Quill soon found 
that it had more demand for non-fiction 
than for fiction, and the fiction was moved 
back into the second room in the shop. It 
specializes in signed editions, first editions 
of English books, and nicely bound French 
books. It also makes a specialty of French 
children’s books, history, garden books, 
travel books and art books. All sell very 
well and help to reduce fiction to the place 
of a side line. 

Blue is the characteristic color of the 
shop. Its note-paper is either blue with its 
trade-mark, a book and quill with its name 
and address in deeper blue, or Scotch 
granite paper printed in blue. The fold- 
ers and dodgers issued by the shop are 
printed in blue or printed on blue paper. 
The shop uses a little blue label to paste 
in all the books it sells and has its own 
bookplate. 

The Quill does a large mail-order busi- 
ness, especially in the summer, with heavy 
sales in August. Many of its customers go 
south in the winter or north in the summer 
and continue to buy books from the Quill 
Book Shop. This summer a very clever 
help to the busy book reader was devised. 
On the Quill’s blue and gray letter paper 
this note was sent to customers: 


MAIL AND TELEPHONE 
ORDERS 


If you have not made definite 
arrangements for purchasing your 


books during the summer months, we 
will be glad to open a charge account 
for you and mail you any books you 
may wish to order. 
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We enclose order blanks for your 
convenience and a list of the more re- 
cent books published. 


This, with a copy of an imprint book- 
let and a sheet of notepaper with a gummed 
Hap so that it made its own envelope, was 
enclosed. The sheet of note-paper bore the 
printed address of the Quill Book Shop in- 
side and out, and the note to the shop was 
even begun with the phrase, “Please send 
the following.” When the bookshop gives 
a lecture, it sends out a blue card of invi- 
tation with an R. S. V. P. request upon it. 

But the Quill does not believe in news- 
paper advertising for the small bookshop. 
Miss Leiper told about an ad inserted by 
the shop in the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
“It didn’t bring but one customer, so far 
as I know. The one customer was my 
aunt, who was in the south at the time and 
did not know that I had opened a book- 
shop. I rather think she’d have learned 
about the shop in time, even if she hadn’t 
seen the newspaper ad, so we concentrate 
our efforts on other sorts of advertising.” 

The Quill Book Shop is undoubtedly 
one of the prettiest and most interesting 
small shops in the east. 


A Gentle Method 
NATOLE FRANCE after he had at- 


tained fame was continually pestered 
by a host of budding poets and literary 
novices for words of praise. He usually 
ignored them but occasionally he was 
forced to say something. On one occasion, 
it is reported, he in desperation told a young 
poet that he considered page 96 of the 
young man’s book exceptionally good. This 
was soon told by the happy youth to every- 
body including a friend of France’s. The 
friend inquired of the master whether he 
had read the book in question and the 
reply was in the negative. 

‘Then you don’t know what is on page 
96?” 

“Certainly I did not know,” France re- 
joined, “but I sincerely hope it was blank.” 

“Well, it’s the worst page in a very bad 
book,” said the friend. 

‘What of it?” inquired France. ‘When 
one alters truth for a benevolent purpose 
one ought to be able to count upon the in- 
dulgent complicity of providence.” 
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Editions of Anatole France 
‘THE record established by the late Ana- 


tole France, details of which have been 
disclosed for the first time by his publisher, 
is possibly unique in literary history. 
France’s greatest success was “The Red 
Lily,” which ran into 398 editions. Next 
came “Thais” with 270 and “The Gods 
Athirst” with 259 editions. None of the 
principal works of the great author failed 
to run into considerably more than a half 
hundred editions. ‘Jocaste,” one of his 
earlier works, reached 59 editions; “Syl- 
vester Bonnard,” 244; ““The Revolt of the 
Angels,” 178; “My Friend’s Book,” 257; 
“Little Pierre,” 169; ‘“The Bloom of Life,” 
144; “Penguin Island,” 213; “The Aspira- 
tions of Jean Servien,” 157; “At the Sign 
of the Reine Pédauque,” 251; “‘Crainque- 
bille,”” 134; “The Opinions of Jér6me 
Coignard,” 129; “The Elm Tree on the 
Mall,” 185; “The Wickerwork Woman,” 
176; “The Amethyst Ring,” 175; “The 
White Stone,” 119; and others touched the 
hundred mark. Surely this is a most 
extraordinary record. 


Energetic Book Advertising 


AN interesting example of energetic and 

elaborate advertising was shown in the 
New York Evening Post of November 
29th when Dutton’s retail store took a full 
page with a strong general emphasis on the 
place of books as gifts. Such an elaborately 
planned advertisement is of help to the 
whole book-trade of the city. 

On the following Saturday, the store and 
publishing business took another slant at 
promotion, and in the 16-page news sec- 
tion of the New York Evening Post there 
were no less than 33 separate and distinct 
Dutton advertisements with a total of 188 
inches, or about a page and one-fifth. Be- 
sides this, there were two full column Dut- 
ton advertisements in the literary section. 

In conjunction with this program of 
advertising, a novelty was instituted in the 
use of a miniature theatre for displaying 
certain titles. An announcement was made 
in the paper of Dutton’s Literary Theatre, 
urging people to watch for the premiere, 
in Dutton’s Fifth Avenue window. The 
small stage was complete with red velvet 
curtains trimmed with gold, painted drops, 
etc., designed and executed by Wm. K. 
Galloway. “The Adventures of Harle- 
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quin” by Francis Bickley was one of the 
first books chosen for presentation. A gaily 
colored Harlequin held the center of the 
stage with copies of the book spread open 
in front and on the sides of the theatre. 
With this effective display the attention of 
the public is successfully centered on the 
title chosen for presentation. The next book 
to be featured in the tiny theatre will be 
Milne’s “When We Were Very Young” 
and then Webster’s French Revolution 
novel will hold the stage, ““The Chevalier 
de Boufflers.” Dutton’s report that the 
‘Thomas the Lambkin” window brought 
more response than any other recent 
window. 


The Macrae Smith Co. 
Jacobs Sells Publishing Business 


HE publishing business of George W. 

Jacobs & Co. of Philadelphia has 

been bought by Durant L. Macrae 
and Allan M. Smith, and, from January 
Ist, will be conducted as Macrae Smith 
Company with the address of 1712 Ludlow 
St. Both members of the new firm have 
been long connected with the Jacobs pub- 
lishing business, Mr. Macrae as a traveler 
and Mr. Smith in the office. 

Mr. Jacobs has bought a new building 
for his retail business at 1726 Chestnut 
Street to which he will move this spring 
and hereafter will confine himself wholly 
to bookselling. He began business with 
J. B. Lippincott Co. and in 1892 branched 
out for himself. For many years the pub- 
lishing end of the business was on Wash- 
ington Square but latterly has been in the 
same building as the retail store on Chest- 
nut St. west of Broad.

The Bookbinding Industry 


HE reports from the manufacturing 

census of 1923 have come to hand 

including that of the Department of 
Bookbinding and Blank-Book Making. Un- 
fortunately for the book-trade, these two 
unrelated industries have always: been 
lumped together and there seems to be no 
way of knowing how much of the total is 
blank-books and how much printed books. 
The statistics will be of comparatively little 
value to anyone until these two are sepa- 
rated. If such separation were made, book- 
binding statistics would give a very valu- 
able indication of the ebb and flow of book 
output from census to census. 

It is dificult to get facts of book produc- 
tion from the publishers, whose year’s sales 
are not only of books made during the year 
but of books made during the past years, or 
to get the facts from printers who cover 
many fields. An increase in bookbinding 
census figures, however, would mean an in- 
creased demand for books and would be a 
valuable clue to expansion or depression in 
the industry. 

The statistics as gathered covering book- 
binding and blank book making show an 
increase of 20 per cent over the total busi- 
ness of 1921 and a very considerable in- 
crease in the number of establishments. The

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Obituary 


WILLIAM ARCHER 


WILLIAM ARCHER, long a prominent 
figure in the dramatic world, died in Lon- 
don, December 27. He was born in 
Perth, Scotland, September 23, 1856, and 
was educated at the University of Edin- 
burgh. He then entered journalism; but 
a few years later went to London where 
he read for the bar at the Middle Temple, 
becoming a barrister in 1883. He re- 
turned to the profession of journalism a 
year later and, from that time, was con- 
nected with many London dailies as a dra- 
matic critic, including the World, Trib- 
une, Nation, and Star. As a contempo- 
rary of Pinero and Shaw he did much to 
bring their work before the public and was 
a warm and successful champion of Ibsen. 
One of the interesting and surprising fea- 
tures of his career was the appearance of 
“The Green Goddess,” a play of the melo- 
dramatic type, which he wrote in 1921 
which enjoyed considerable popularity in 
this country and Great Britain. It is as 
a scholarly and constructive critic of the 
drama, a biographer, a writer of travel 
books and as an essayist, rather than a 
playwright that William Archer’s name is 
important. Among his published works 
are: editor and co-translator of the ‘“Col- 
lected Works of Ibsen,” “Life of Mac- 
ready,” “America Today,” 1900; “Poets of 
the Younger Generation,” 1901; “Real 
Conversations,” 1904; ‘“Thruout Afro- 
America,” 1910; “Play-Making,” 1912; 
“God and Mr. Wells,” 1917;. “War is 
War” (drama), 1919; “The Green God- 
dess” (drama), 1921; “The Old Drama 
and the New,” 1923.

Obituary Notes 
A. HENRY SAVAGE-LANDOR 


A. Henry SAVAGE-LANDOR, explorer, 
artist and author died at his home in 
Florence, Italy, December 28. He was the 
grandson of Walter Savage Landor and 
was born in Florence. He studied in Italy 
and Paris, and traveled extensively in re- 
mote parts of China, Korea, Japan, India 
and the Philippines, attracting attention 
with his book “Alone with the Hairy 
Ainu: or 3,800 Miles on a Pack Saddle.” 
In addition to being an explorer he was 
also the inventor of armored cars and 
other appliances of war. His travels took 
him to many parts of the world and they 
usually resulted in a book. His last book 
has just been published entitled “Every- 
where: Memories of an_ Explorer” 
(Stokes). Among his other books are: 
“In the Forbidden Land,” 1898; “Across 
Coveted Lands,” 1902. 


THOMAS H. PAYNE 


Tuomas H. PAYNE, head of the house 
of T. H. Payne & Co. of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and one of the oldest booksellers 
in the South, died in that city on Christ- 
mas morning. He had been in failing 
health for a number of months, but his con- 
dition was not considered serious. Mr. 
Payne was born in Ohio in 1842. He en- 
listed in the Quartermaster Department of 
the Federal Army shortly after the out- 
break of the Civil War and was stationed 
in Chattanooga. After the war, he settled 
in Chattanooga and entered the book and 
stationery business under the firm name of 
Patton & Payne. During his long busi- 
ness career he was a leader in the com- 
mercial life of Chattanooga. He is sur- 


vived by his widow and three daughters, 
one of whom, Mrs. Charles H. Howell, 
is wife of the manager of T. H. Payne 
& Co.

Hopart J. SHANLEY, of Burlington, 
Vermont, died on December 22nd at the 
age of 64 with a record of 50 years in 
bookselling.

On the occasion of Mr. Shanley’s 5oth 
anniversary last April, President Coolidge 
wrote his congratulations from the White 
House, adding, “I know that in your long 
career there must have been an apprecia- 
tion of literature and a real love for books 
over and above the purely commercial as- 
pect and I trust that you may look for- 
ward to further years of real service in 
directing your patrons to what is best and 
really worth while.” 

Mr. Shanley entered the old store of 
Samuel Huntington in 1874, was made a 
partner in 1888 and bought out Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s interest in 1889. In 1889 George 
W. Whitney also retired from the business 
and F. E. Burgess came into the firm and 
remained a partner until 1917. In that 
year Mr. Burgess took over the old busi- 
ness, and Mr. Shanley started again at 
No. 5 Church St. The Shanley business 
was known thruout the state to two gen- 
erations of booklovers.

Prints 
which were on the walls when Keats re- 
sided there will be on view, together with 
other prints and objects connected with 
the poet, and it is hoped in the course of 
time that the valuable Dilke collection of 
Keats manuscripts and other relics will be 
on exhibition there. 


ON the occasion of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the ordination to priesthood of 
Cardinal Gasquest it is announced that, 
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unknown to the outer world, Cardinal 
Gasquest in the last few years virtually 
reorganized the Vatican library and 
archives. The work is expected to be com- 
pleted two years hence, when 16,000 vol- 
umes and parchments will be ready for 
students of research. “There now exists a 
complete official record of events from the 
ninth to the fifteenth century. In the li- 
brary itself wonderful codexes of volumes 
hitherto disregarded are now being searched 
in hope that new light will be thrown on 
the problems which have vexed ecclesiastical 
scholars. 


HE discovery and publication in France 

of the lost papers of Conrad-Alexandre 
Gerard de Rayneval, containing first hand 
reports of the American Revolution will be 
of immense importance to American his- 
torians. Gerard was the first plenipoten- 
tiary sent by France to the American Colo- 
nies struggling for their independence. 
From the spring of 1778 until the autumn 
of 1779, he was in close touch with the 
Congress returned to Philadelphia after the 
evacuation by the British, and was possibly 
nearer Washington in the field. He put 
into execution the treaties of commerce and 
alliance just negotiated by Franklin at 
Paris. These eventful months are now 
covered with an authentic record from the 
standpoint of a friendly observer that is 
sure to possess a fascinating interest to the 
historical student.

The next volume will be “The 
Rogue, or the Life of Guzman de AIl- 
farache,” by Matheo Aleman, with an 
introduction by James Fitzmaurice-Kelly. 
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The new series will be uniform in appear-
